In 
the past, he voted for every for­ 
eign aid program that came before 
Congress, the only limitation be­ 
ing that 
he sought to eliminate 
some of the administrative waste. 
Together w ith Rep. Pat Hillings, 
R., Calif., Keating visited Europe 
on behalf of the House Judiciary 
Committee to inspect arrangem ents 
being made for screening of im­ 
migrants to the United States un­ 
der the new refugee program enact­ 
ed by Congress last summer. On 
that score, he is well satisfied. 
“They are setting up the m ost 
elaborate screening procedures ev­ 
er devised to keep out subversives 
or 
undesirables."

says,

Keating, who was In W'est B er­ 
lin at thf same time I was and 
accompanied me on one of my trips 
through Communist East 
Berlin, 
also praised the recent food dis­

Under Collar On 
State Flap Issue 
Same Rule for All 
Trucks Asked At 
Wycombe Meeting 
WYCOMBE. Oct. 23 — Thirty 
six law enforcement officers, mem­ 
ber* of the Bucks County Police 
Association. Inc., Wednesday night 
assailed the State truck flap issue 
and wanted to know why th# Penn­ 
sylvania State Police don't arrest 
State Highway Department trucks 
which are flapless. 
It was reported that the State 
Policemen can't touch th* Stat# 
Highway trucks because they ar# 
owned and operated by the Com­ 
monwealth. 
"You can arrest the driver, can't 
you?" maintained one of the most 
Irate policemen. “Why don’t the 
State Police let every truck with­ 
out flaps alone if they can't or 
daren’t touch the State Highway 
Department's trucks?” demanded 
another. 
Handed to Commonwealth 
Several Hucks policemen, includ­ 
ing an Upper end chief, wanted to 
notify 
the 
State 
Policemen 
In 
Quakertown. Doylestown and Lang­ 
horne, “To let uther trucks alone 
if they were not going to arrest 
the Pennsylvania State Highway 
Department trucks without flaps." 
Following a vote. President Clar­ 
ence K. Wenhold, Quakertown, de­ 
cided to turn the matter over to the 
grievance committee, which in 
dudes Constable C. Clifford Beck, 
Doylestown; Deputy Sheriff Mellis
